The proposed state care of 
spastic children was reported on 
by Mrs. Victor Christiansen. 
Three are to be two centers, 
one at Berkeley and the other at 
Los Angeles, and a large appro­ 
priation has been made to fur­ 
ther this work. Some children 
will receive institution care and 
others will be kept among their 
families. They need the same 
care and security as normal 
children and then can take their 
places in society.

The council programs were 
distributed by Mrs. J. S. Dresser 
who also introduced the chair­ 
men. Mrs. Lev! Stump showed 
new materials and demonstrated 
tests for genuine labelling. The 
membership of the council has 
increased. Tenth District has 
paid out the sum of'$2,534.04 
for lunches and milk for one 
calendar month, and this does 
not include welfare assumed by 
local associations. There have 
been seven new associations 
formed within the district. The 
Thanksgiving table decorations 
were the work of Mrs. R. L.
